One may firſt ſe 
our Conſtitution a ſwimming, and then rack a wil 
ſtone to the Tail of it; and yet the other mu 
ſhine out as the firſt Patriot of his Country, © The good 
Cit. may fit tamely by, and hear his QUEEN and 
her Miniſtry reyiled, the Pulpit profan'd, the ſubje. 
of the Day perverted, and ridicul'd, Charity kick'd out 
of Doors, and Rebellion proclaimed ; whilſt the happ 
Hero of the Dedication muſt be Complemented upon 
the extraordinary Sufficiency and Vigilance of the Magi.
